Governor Nasli Issues Arbor Day Proclama- 


tion and Pleads for Birds. 


Governor Nash has issued the annu 


al Arbor Day proclamation, setting 
April 26 as the day when all persons 
interested in increasing the woodland 
of Ohio and, beautifying the state 
should plant trees. He goes a step 
farther and sajs: 


'•I also suggest that this occasion be 


taken to impress 'upon the minds of 
the youth of the state the importance 
of preserving and increasing our song 
and forest birds. They are very use- 
ful iu destroying harmful insects and 
add greatly to the beauty and attract- 
iveness of our homes."

Grand Keeper of Records Gives Out a Re- 


port That Will Make Members of 


the Order Rejoke. 


The army of Pythians in this state 


has passed.the sixty-thousandth mark. 
On December 31, when the books were 
,losed, the total membership num- 
bered 60,115, as shown by the annual 
eport of William Beatty, grand keep- 
er of records and seal, which was 
made public Tuesday. The aim of the 
?ytbians for some time has been to see 
;he order go beyond the sixty-thous- 
andth mark, and now that it passed 
,bat figure, they aim to" put it above 
seventy thousand in the next five 
ears; 
The annual reports show that the 


membership on January 1, 1900, was 
57,932. 
During the year 4,682 were 


vitiated; 418 reinstated, and 939 ad- 
mitted by card. 
The 
suspensions 


amounted to 3.264, expulsions were 
fourteen, withdrawals by card num- 
bered 470, and 398 members died. The 
total gain during the,year was 2,183- 
Of this total membership, two are 
past supreme chancellors, 4,772 are 
alights, 141 esquires and 134 pages. 
At the beginning of the year there 
were 657.lodges, and during the year 
two were instituted! 
Ten charters 


were surrendered and three loopes 
consolidated, leavinc a total number 
of subordinate lodges 646. 


The cash on hand at the opening of 


the year amounted to $42,395.15 and 
the receipts were 856, 847.1«, making 
§99,242.31 that passed through Mr. 
Seatty's office in Toledo during the 
twelve months. Of this'tS8,298.25 
went into the Pythians' Home fund 
and $29,563.07 went into the general 
'uad leaving a cash balance on hand 
of 831,380.99. The disbursements by 
the subordinate lodges during the 
year were as follows. For sick bene- 
its,'*lll,403.57; for funeral 'benefits,' 
|18,934.i8; foFothers reliefs, "16,355,90; 
tor 
the 
education 
of 'orphans, 


138,298.25. The total amount eipend- 
ed' for relief was *173,991.89. The 'cur- 
rent expense of the subordinate lodg- 
es was $235,808.93. Paraphernalia and 
supplies cost 824,748.32- 
During the 


rear,the subordinate, lodges, had qn 
land18240,365.46. The receipts of the 
subordinate lodges during the year 
amounted to $506,978.10 arid the as- 
sets at the end of the year were as 
follows: Cash on hand, 8240,365.46; in- 
vestments, ;$327,256.66; 
real estate, 


8320,920.57, and paraphernalia, furni- 
ture, etc., 8426,163.48. 
The total 


amount of the assets is 81,314,706.17. 


During the year 259 applications 


were rejected, sick benefits were paid 
for 32,784 weeks, 6.272 brothers were 
relieved, 388 brothers were buried, •$!,- 
192.80 was contributed to Utah suffer- 
ers, and $1,575.43 was sent the Pyth- 
ians who suffered loss at the Galves- 
ton flood. At the end of the year 
there were 134 children In Pythian 
orphan homes, at Springfield, as the 
charges of the Pythian lodges of the 
state.

Its people are progres- 


sive in all otner things, and there is 
no reason why it should longer be 
numbered among tbe villages of Ohio. 
A city government will give it advan- 
tages such as cannot be obtained un- 
der'the present order, and it is the in- 
tent of the law that when so many 
people are gathered in one corporation 
they 
shall 
have 
these 
advant- 


ages. In fact control of .so much 
territory 
and so many persons be- 


comes difficult 
under village laws 


while 
with 
a city 
government 


it is made advantageous for all. 


A leading feature of the changes 


and one which no voter can afford to 
overlook is the council. With the town 
divided into wards each ward will be 
represen.ed by two residents of that 
ward elected by people residing with- 
in its boundaries. 
Tbe .people can 


then hold their representatives di- 
rectly responsible for their pub- 
lic acts, 
and 
if 
they 
do 
not 


meet approval they can be displaced 
by men who will do what is right. If 
some improvement is desired in some 
particular part of tbe city it will not 
be necessary to take the entire coun- 
cil to task if it is not done nor cover 
them all with glory should it be ac-| 
complisbed. 
It will necessarily in- 


crease the membership of council and 
six men will not be called upon u> du 
the work that should be given more 
than double that number. It is an 
improvement over the village system 
so great as to admit of no comparison 


THE AGK has been asked concerning 


taxes under tbe new order. There 
need be no change. 
Men who are 


conservative and will work in tbe in- 
terests of tbeir constituents will vote 
no more takes under a city govern- 
ment than they would if elected under 
the old system. 
The fear arising 


from any assertion that taxes will be 
heavier is ''unfounded and should be 
put aside as a nightmare unworthy of 
the consideration of the thinking 
voter.

Manilla, March 28.—General Agui- 


naldo, the leader of the Filipino up- 
rising, is a prisoner in the bauds of 
the American military authorities in 
this city. General Frederick Fun- 
Eton's daring project for the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo in his hiding place 
in' the province of Isabella, island 
of Luzon, has proved completely suc- 
cessful. Aguinaldo was captured there 
on March 23. The United States gun- 
boat Vicksburg, Commander E. E. Bar- 
ry, with General Funston and Agumal- 
do on board, arrived here. 


The province of Isabella, where the 


capture of Aguinaldo occurred, is on 
the island of Luzon, about 200 miles 
northeast of Manilla and about 75 
miles north of Baler, on the eastern 
coast, which place was "made memor- 
able by the capture of Lieutenant Gil- 
more and his party frcm the gunboat 
Yorktown ra April, 1899.

the expected collapse of further oppo- 
sition the hope is expressed that it will 
not be necessary to maintain such a 
large standing army in the islands as 
is now contemplated.
